The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion granted today an increase of 
approximately 10 per cent in rail- 
road passenger fares, except for 
special rates to .members of the 
military or naval forces on fur- 
lough and certain extra fares ap- 
plying to particular trains. 

The order did not cover the rail- 
roads’ application for a similar in- 
crease in freight rates, which the 
commission said ‘it still had under 
consideration, | 

The railroads filed a petition 
Dec. 22 asking for the increase, 
basing their plea on increased op-

Spoehrer testi- 
fied earlier to this conversation, 
and said he went to Egan at 
Boehm’s suggestion, to verify the 
fact of Egan’s knowledge of the 
rebate matter.: 

Spoehrer testified that he, with 
Eugene R. Kropp, assistant secre- 
tary, was responsible for placing 
the utility company’s insurance. 
Boehm, he said, asked him to ar- 
range some way in which cash 
could be obtained from insurance 
agencies, saying cash was needed 
for “the operations of his office.” 
The first plan devised was that of 
an insurance survey, of a sort 
usually made by insurance firms 
without charge. 

By an arrangement with Miller, 
a survey charge of $6000 was 
made by the insurance company, 
and that amount was repaid to 
Spoehrer in cash by Miller. There- 
after, a system was devised by 
which the electric company paid 
sums to which it would have been 
entitled as discounts; these sums 
were then rebated back in cash, 
in a “premium’ return account” 
handled by Miller and Spoehrer.

The trial will be adjourned this 
evening until Monday, because of 
the judicial conference of the 
Eighth Federal Appellate Circuit, 
which opens here tomorrow.

The report recalls that the Vin- 
son-Trammel Act of 1934 contained 
a provision Hmiting profits on the 
construction of naval vessels and 
aircraft, and that during the law's 
operation’ the Navy Department 
disallowed $131,000,000 of alleged 
costs.

Keels Laid and Launchings. 

On the positive side, the report 
states that during November, the 
Navy laid keels at a rate of nearly 
two a day, while launchings were 
better than one a day.

British Broadcaster 
Analyzes. “Fan- 
tastic - Understate- 
ment” on Losses in 
Russia. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 21 (Special). 
T can be proved that Hitler 
made._.a “fantastic understate- 
ment” when he declared that 
the total number of Germans 
killed in Russia from June, 22 to 
Nov. 30 last was 162,000, said Lind- 
ley Fraser in a recent British 
Broadcasting Corporation broad- 
cast. 


“How many days are there be- 
tween June 22 and Nov. 30?” asked 
Fraser. “Answer: exactly 162. So 
if the figure of 162,000 dead were 
correct,.that would mean that the 
German army has lost precisely 
1000 men per day. That sounds a 


too good a coincidence to be true. 


“Well, all right, suppose it is a 
coincidence? Now comes the next 
point. The Russian front is some- 
thing like 1300 miles in length. So 
a thousand deaths a day means 10 
deaths per day for every 13 miles 
{0f front, less than one death per 
mile. Is that likely during a cam- 
paign which Hitler and Goebbels 
have described as involving con-, 
tinuous and severe fighting?” 


Between June 22 and Nov. 30, 
Fraser added, the average daily 
German advance was about 15 
miles. “So if one German died in 
the field for every mile of front, 
by his death he won for his coun- 
try a rectangle of territory one} 
mile long from north to south and 
15 milés deep from west to east— 
15 miles and more in all. Do you 
believe that in a campaign in 
which the enemy has contested 
every inch of the ground?” 
Fraser then pointed out that Hit- 
ler’s figure on his casualties, 160,- 
000, was less than one-thirtieth of 
the total German army engaged on 
the Eastern front. “German fatal- 
ities work out, therefore, at a mere 
8 per cent of the troops engaged,” 
he said. “But at the same time 
announced 
their casualties gre 40 per cent of 
their total army; The Spanish unit 
has lost a third of its strength; 
the Finnish army has lost about a 
fifth of its strength. Do you. be- 
lieve that the German army has 
escaped with only a fraction of 
the losses suffered by Germany's 
allies?” 


Addressing German listeners, 
Fraser concluded: “Finally, there 
are about 25 million households in 
Germany, so 162,000 dead means 
one death per 150 households. A 
town with a thousand inhabitants 
should have lost on an average of 
two, no more, of its young men. 
Do ypu believe that? Work it out 
for the families and households 
known to you. See if your village 
or town has come off as lightly as 
that,

GREAT RED VICTORY AT MOZHAISK 


By DEWITT MACKENZIE ! 
Of The Associated Press. 


HE Russian recapture of Mo- 
T zhaisk, 57 miles west of Mos- 
cow, is a victory of major im- 
portance and one which may well 
expand into further great suc- 
cesses in the immediate future. 


Mozhaisk, which sits astride the 
Moscow-Smolensk railway, has been 
the anchor for the center of the 
Nazi winter defense line. The Ger- 
mans had. fortified this key posi- 
tion and were depending on it 
heavily for their spring offensive. 


With the fall of Mozhaisk, how- 
Fever, the whole German center— 
hundreds of miles of the fighting 
line up and down:-the Moscow sec- 
tor—presumably, will be forced to 
pull back to a great depth in order 
to straighten the front, for this 
town lay at the apex of a great 
salient which the invaders had 
driven into the Red defense. 


Perilous Retreat. 


The Russians report that the 
Germans are retreating along the 
Smolensk road of tragic Napoleon- 
ic memories, 


Withdrawal of a big army under 
enemy pressure is always a diffi- 
cult undertaking. It is doubly so 
through deep snows and in sub-. 
zero -weather, particularly for 
troops which are not properly 
equipped for such weather. 

“The position is one which cer- 
tainly holds potential disaster for 
the Nazis, It depends on whether 
the Russians are able to exploit 
their capture of Mozhaisk before 
the Germans can retire to fresh 
sow sg and re-establish their. 

é, 


Jap Drive in Burma. 


In addition to the Japanese 
threat in the capture-of Tavoy, air 
base in Southern Burma, combined 
Japanese and Siamese (Thai) 
forces have struck -toward the 
Burmese port of Moulmein, though 
the British report that the drive 
was checked near the Thailand- 


Burma frontier town of Myawaddi. 


The extension of the Japanese 
attack to Burma is most disquiet- 
ing because if the Japanese are 
able to gain control of Burma they 
will cut the Burma road and iso- 
late China and also gain a base 
for operations against India. 

Loss of ‘the Burma road obvi- 
ously would be a catastrophe since 
it would cut the main Chinese sup- 


‘ply route. And today the Chinese 


press is appealing to the United 
States and Britain for huge quan- 
tities of war materials. 


But beyond this, there is small 
doubt that the Japanese are get- 
ting set for a possible attempt to 
wrest the Indian empire from Brit- 
ain. That has been one of Nip- 
pon’s great dreams for long years. 
It’s also been one of Germany's 
for that matter. ‘ 


There is no reason to suppose 
that the British aren’t holding 
Burma in strength, They also have 
a large standing army of natives 
in India. However, if the Japa- 
nese should succeed in getting hold 
of Burma it would present a seri- 
ous menace to India proper. The 
gravity of this situation would be 
vastly increased if the Japanese 
should also capture Singapore, for 
that would give them a sea route 
between Singapore and Sumatra to 
reach their base in Burma. 


The British position isn’t made 
any easier by the strong political 
agitation in both Burma and In- 
dia for absolute freedom. It is true 
that the powerful All-India ‘Con- 
gress, representing millions of fol- 
lowers, recently voted to support 
the British Government in the war. 
This wasn't because of love of the 
British but from fear of the Axis 


} powers. 


The congress and their great 
leader, Gandhi, split on this issue 
and he abandoned hig leadership 
because he doesn’t countenance 
the use of violence, even for de 
fense. He is the most powerful 
figure in India and naturally many 
of his people will adopt his atti- 
tude, which means that while they 
wouldn’t support the enemy, nei- 
ther would they fight for the Brit- 
ish,

—F of the clouds they dived 

us—eigh t of the fastest, 
deadliest fighter planes yet 
—— in the United States. 
One moment we were flying un- 


j|concernedly over the sea coast to- 


ward Colombia, winding up our 
aerial inspection of air bases and 
ihidden outposts, Then there they 
were, winging over sharply as they 
deployed into attack position. 

Machine-gun fire—ra-tat-tat—cut 
into our hearing. Tracer bullets 
flashed. Empty shells dropped 
astern into the ocean. . 

For us, sitting inside Lieut. Gen. 
Frank M. Andrews’ converted 
transport liner, (Gen. Andrews 
commands the Caribbean and Pan- 
ama departments), the tempera- 
ture felt as if it had fallen from 
90 degrees to suz-zero. The eight 
pursuit planes were barely 40 
yards off our wingtips. . . . ma- 
ehine-gun fire . . . the realism of 
actual attack. This was something 
for which we had not bargained.

“Pretty good show they put on,” 


[he called. “That was just to give 


you an idea of how those fighter- 
plane lads go into action. I asked 
them to fire a few rounds from 
those gun mounts inside the wings 
into the ocean so you would see 
some close-up action. Imagine 
what those babies could do if they 
really were playing for keeps!” 

Yes, we said faintly, we don’t 
have to imagine. 

In groups of two, and together, 
the planes maneuvered, now flying 
four on each side of our tail, now 
diving in pairs to appear at an- 
other vantage point: A wave of 
the leader’s hand and they moved 
as a perfectly co-ordinated unit, 
one under the other, side by side,

Plane in Fighting.

HEY needed high explosives 
up North, —— the Japanese 
have pressed down the Western 
side of the Malayan peninsula, to 
send bridges skyward. They had to 
have gelignite—fast. 

Half a ton of the tricky stuff 
(gelatin dynamite) was loaded into 
what used to be a transport plane, 
a De Haviland 89 from a little 
Malayan airline. The pilot started 
northward. A few miles from the 
handkerchief-sized field in the jun- 
gle, he saw 30 Japanese fighters 
darkening the sky and, hugging 
the tree tops, he managed to make 
the field at Ipoh. | 

“Here they come,” he told offi- 
cialg at the field. “And say, where 
do you want me to put this half- 
ton of business?” 

“Get it down to the far end of 
the field, away from our other 
planes,” said the officer in charge. 


Obtains Machine Gun. 

Feeling like a leper, the gelig- 
nite porter taxied to the other end 
and concealed the plane. Although 
customarily he flies unarmed, he 
also obtained a machine gun. 

The Japanese came over, peeled 
off, and dove with guns spitting as 
bombs rained toward the other 
planes at the far end of the field. 
The gelignite delivery man turned 
his gun loose and met one rush 
with fire from@a point least ex- 
pected. His bullets bounced off the 
sides of the enemy’s armored 
planes but managed to damage one 
craft badly enough to cause it to 
fall. 

That’s just one of the wartime 
jobs of Malay’s least known group 
of heroes, about whom little has 
appeared, even in the local press— 
tthe Malayan volunteer air force. 
Its activities are communications 
and what the censorship terms 
“other operations.” Many of the 
flyers are rubber planters, tin en- 
‘gineers and civil servants who 
learned to fly at the governmental- 
ly susidized rate of $3 an hour. 

Trained Searchlight Men.

R. A. F. REPORTS. FIRES SET 
AT EMDEN SEA BASE IN REICH 


LONDON, Jan. 21 (AP).—Brit- 


ish air raiders made another as- 


sault last night on the big German 
naval base at Emden, repeatedly a 
target of the Royal Air Force dur- 
ing the last 10 days, the Air Min- 
istry announced today. 

Many fires were started in the 
port area, said the announcement, 
which acknowledged the loss of 
four planes. (The Germans said 
damage was confined to residential 
areas.) 

Bombs were dropped in East An- 
glia by German raiders last night 
but no damage or casualties were 
reported. 

Nazi guns on the French coast 
fired several rounds across the 
Dover Strait.

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To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
H. B. THOMPSON, headmaster of 
e St. Louis Country Day School, is 
very correct in his analysis of the needs 
of the youths in his wealthy private 
school. No doubt most of them will at- 
tend college and will profit immeasurably 
from “tough, specific” courses in mathe- 

matics, languages and history. 

However, isn’t he just a bit presump- 
tuous in answering for the entire broad 
field of secondary education? How long 
has it been since he has attempted to 
teach, in the best mental discipline style, 
a real insight and understanding of a 
foreign language to an unselected group 
of public school children? 

Of course, Prof. Doyle, a man in col- 
lege, who works with the intellectually 
gifted group, will support him in seeking 
more forma] subject matter. Almost any 
clear-thinking ‘educator of the alleged 
“soft and fleecy” school will say that 
for those who have the natural ability 
and aptitude, he would insist on the 
“tough, specific” courses. 

But what does Mr. Thompson offer for 
the many who are not suited by nature or 
ability for this type of work? Nothing, 
except abuse, frustration, misunderstand- 
ing, withdrawal from a school that lives 
in the age when college preparation was 
the main purpose of secondary educa- 
tion, Further, psychologists will tell you 
that the mental discipline theory is no 
longer accepted. 

One must be aware that college profes- 

sors who make their living by teaching 
ythe group composed largely of the in- 
tellectually. gifted and financially for- 
tunate are perhaps the least capable of 
telling us in public general education 
what we should do, 

Mr. Thompson’s philosophy would lead 
to what is already happening in many 
instances—these pupils would fail mis- 
erably, lose confidence in themselves 
and withdraw from school. Later, from 
another pocket, we would pay the Gov- 
ernment to establish agencies like the 
NYA, CCC and other youth-serving and 
training agencies, to do the job of edu- 
cating youth for adult life that’ we had 
failed to accomplish because it did not 
fall within the simple, easy-to-administer 
plan of éducation that Mr. Thompson 
has adopted for all pupils. 

The individual-need concept of edu- 
cation is really much harder to plan and 
carry out than the method of arranging 
one common “tough and specific” course, 
The “soft, fleecy-garment” group realizes 
that pupils differ in their abilities, that 
the high school is now the genera! school 
which practically all children attend, that 
college preparatory subjects are ideal 
for some pupils but not for others. In 
so far as we accept the taxes and the 
children of practically all our citizens, 
we are morally obligated to give them 
that which they can master and to be- 
stow praise on anyone's best effort, re- 
gardiess of the absolute quality. — 

The Army has an extensive Personne! 
Division which is concerned with put- 
ting men where they can succeed. | 
are not teaching all of them the 
specific” courses, At the present time, 
mathematics and science are tremen- 
dously important in the war effort, but 
only for a selected few. As yet, we have 
read nothing in the war dispatches that 
would lead us to believe that they are 
killing Japs with Latin verbs.

Why is this? It is because in the 10-year period 
from 1931 to 1941, the total assessed valuation of St. 
Louis real and personal property, from which school 
revenues are derived, has dropped from $1,323,000,- 
000 to a little more than one billion dollars, This 
reduction has resulted, according to Mr. Wurdack, in 
an annual average decrease of two million dollars in 
school income, ‘while expenses have remained ap- 
proximately. the same. : 

Will the tar rise eliminate the deficit? . No, the 
tax rise is not sufficient.to do so. “Even by in- 
creasing the tax rate to bring it to 89 cents, thereby 
adding about $420,000 to the income of the schools,” 
says Mr. Wurdack, “we still won't have enough to 
eliminate a deficit. Rigid economy will have to be 
practiced and expenditures cut in some Places.” 

Would it be possible to extend the economies to 
such an extent as to avoid a taz rise? This would be 
possible only at the risk of dangerously impairing 
public education and by imposing intolerable hard- 
ships upon the teaching staff. It would be possible 
only if sharp salary cuts were made all along the 
line, including salaries which already, in this period 
of rising prices, are hardly sufficient to meet ‘the 
cost of living. It would probably mean that many 
valued members of the St. Louis school system 
would be,driven to other employment, with conse- 
quently seriogs results on the education of children. 

What will happen if the voters reject the 89-cent 
rate? If this happens, the tax rate, according to 
the terms of the State Constitution, will automatical- 
ly drop to 60 cents, The schools, of course, could 
not operate on that rate. So rejection of the 89-cent 
rate would mean that one or more additional special 
elections would have to be held until the voters 
agreed to furnish the money the school system needs. 

This newspaper has severely criticised the ad- 
ministration of-the schools in recent years. It played 
a part in exposing the scandals of the Gerling regime, 
in causing a new Superintendent to be brought here 
and in investigating and disclosing many phases of 
school administration which demanded correction. 
Some of these corrections have been made; others 
are in the making. The School Board has been put 
on notice that it is being watched and that it will 
continue to be watched. 

With all this in mind, the Post-Dispatch heartily - 
favors the tax rise to 89 cents, because it believes it 
essential to the successful operation of the school 
system. In this war, we will be called upon to make 
many sacrifices, but it is to be hoped that one of 
the things we will never permit ourselves to sacri- 
‘fice is proper education for our children. That's 
the issue in the school election of Feb. 17. :

William Church Osborne, president of the board of 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art, announced yester- 
day that a secret wartime repository had been found 
for the museum’s treasures, It is assumed that this 
will be used should the danger of intensive air 
raids come to New York. 

Other famous Eastern museums are also confronted 
with this problem.

William M. Brandt, at 73, is retiring from his post 
as secretary-organizer of the AFL Central Trades 
and Labor Union after nine years of service, the 
climax of a 54-year dareer in working for organized 
labor. There will be many tributes to this grand old 
man of the labor movement, and all of them will be 
deserved, 3 

Brandt has been the spokesman and front-rank 
warrior for decent, honorable union men, whose quiet 
devotion to their cause is so often overshadowed by 
the notorious exploits of the racketeering element. 
Brandt fought the racketeers, and even threats of 
personal violence did not stop him in his. mary 
battles to rehabilitate the good name of labor. | 

He was responsible for the clean-up of the Bar- 
tenders’ Union after it had fallen under the domi- 
nance of the Elmer Dowling clique, and he played a 
major part in the long fight that ended with the 
ouster and imprisonment of John Nick, racketeering 
boss of the Motion Picture Operators’ Union. If any 
proof were needed of Brandt’s unselfish devotion to 
unionism, it came when he refused a $5000 fee 
awarded by the court for his services as co-receiver 
of the union. |

Decrease in Income. 

Hugo Wurdack, chairman of the 
Citizens’ School Tax Campaign and 
former member of the Board of 
Education, said that since 1931 an- 
nual income of the schools has de- 
creased nearly $3,000,000 because 
of the reduction in assessed valua- 
tions. 

He added that the increase 
sought would not cover expenses 
for the next four years and that 
strict economy in the school sys- 
tem would be necessary.

The advantage that both coun- 
tries possess for political warfare 
is that they are the meccas of in- 
ternational movements. And dur- 
ing the apparent honeymoon of the 
brief pact, both movements pre- 
sented themselves as agents of the 
rising working. classes, whose de- 
mand for a stronger status in the 
body of society is the outstanding 
characteristic of our century.

Obviously, South “put his neck 
out” when he bid two spades, vul- 
nerable.

Hence he boldly laid down the 
spade king. Declarer won and led 
the ace and a low diamond. East 
won and furthered his partner’s 
plan by cashing the spade queen.
